Lt. Gov. Blair Tells Grad- 
ance of Proposal. ondary Positions. 


Lt. Gov. James T. Blair Jr, told 
new probationary patrolmen at 
their graduation exercises today 
at the St. Louis Police Academy 
that they would be offered promo- 
tions and bribes, threatened with 
demotion or dismissal and sub- 
jected to political pressure to re- 


lax their vigilance and overlook 
organized gambling and crime. 

Warning them to resist all temp- 
tations and rigidly enforce all 
laws, he told them it was their 
responsibility to keep a “constant 
vigil against the inroads of organ- 
ized crime, particularly gambling 
and vice, for they are the most 
prevalent and likely to be the 
most lucrative.” 

The State of Missouri, Blair de- 
clared, must never permit organ- 
ized gambling because the evils 
brought about by allowing com- 
mercialized crime to operate are 
intolerable. 

“Whenever organized, commer- 
cial gambling is permitted to 
flourish in a city,” he said, “it is 
inevitably followed by corruption, 
bribery, holdups, embezzlement, 
suicides and all the other attend- 
ant evils which lower the moral 
tone of the entire city and will, 
if permitted to continue, destroy 
the city.” 

Blunt, Frank Talk. 

In a typically blunt and frank 
talk, the Lieutenant Governor as- 
serted it was virtually impossible 
for organized crime to operate 
without collusion between the po- 
lice and the violators. 

“You will be offered promo- 
tions to overlook your duty,” 
Blair declared. “You will be 
threatened with demotions or loss 
of your positions if you do not 

“The taking of gifts or money 
should subject you to prosecution 
for bribery. The political threat 
will generally be empty, and if 
you stand up squarely to your 
oath of office and the statutes 
setting out your duties, the threat 
will not be carried out. 

“You will be approached with 
the idea that a little gambling 
will not hurt anything. That is 
the usual approach, but the idea 
is false. 

“That is only an opening wedge 
and if you and your associates 
weaken and step aside from your 
gworn duty, very quickly organ- 
ized, syndicated gambling will 
move in. Then as surely as night 
follows day, crime of all kinds 
will begin to flourish.” 

Warns t False Step. 

Blair told the 39 probationary 
officers, who are beginning their 
police duties after an intensive 
12-week training course, that fail- 
ure to perform their duty will 
bring discredit and irreparable 
damage to them and the police 
department. 

“The first time you take a false 
step down the path laid out by the 
hoodlums and gangsters and rack- 
eteers you are lost,” he warned. 
“Once started down that pathway 
there can be no returning, for the 
road is blocked by your miscon- 
duct.” 

Blair, who as Mayor of Jeffer- 
gon City cracked down on four

(AP)—A 27-year-old mother went 
berserk today and killed her two 
children with a celery knife, police 
said. 

Under Sheriff B. K. Mac Gregor 
said she told him she couldn't 
stand the continual crying of the 
children. 

William Howard Freeman, 28, 
the husBand, said he found his 
wife, Robinette, this morning sit- 
ting in a blood-spattered bathtub 
with the knife in her: hand. 

The dead body of their nine- 
month-old baby, Larry, was in the 
tub. In a nearby bedroom was 
the body of another son, John 
Carroll, 6. 

The Freemans had just moved 
into their new home last night 
and had not even unpacked all 
their furniture. 

Freeman told Under Sheriff 
MacGregor that he was in town 
this morning doing some shop- 
ping. He phoned his wife to ask 
if she wanted him to bring home 
some groceries. She talked to him 
in a strange fashion. Sensing 
something was wrong, he rushed 
home. 

There he found the children 
dead and his wife in thé tub weep- 
ing frantically. After a struggle, 
he removed the five-inch knife 
from her hand, 

Mrs. Freeman was hid at the 
sheriff's office without charge for 
investigation. 

In a semi-hysterical condition, 
she told MacGregor that the chil- 
dren had been crying for days. In 
addition, the work of moving had 
unnerved her.

Former Employe Testifies 


Co-defendant Robert 
Pierce Made Remark— 
Cites Money Scheme.

CHICAGO, Oct. 8 (AP)—A for- 


testified yesterday that a co-de- 
fendant in Tucker’s mail fraud 
trial told him in 1947 that “Tucker 
is crooked and I’m getting out.” 

The Government witness was 
Arnold R. Peterson, a seat-cover 
specialist who worked as a‘ Ford 
superintendent for 16 years. He 
attributed the remark to Robert 
Pierce, Detroit, former director 
and treasurer of Tucker Corp. 

Peterson said also. that Tucker 
told him later that Tucker stock 
soon would soar to $50 a share. 
He said Tucker proposed to give 
Peterson some money so Peterson 
could buy up some stock for 
Tucker and Tucker “could make 
some money.” The witness said 
Tucker told him “strictly confi- 
dentially” that “we are going to 
make a lot of money.” 

Peterson, appearing at the trial 
of Tucker and seven Tucker asso- 
ciates on federal charges of multi- 
million-doJar mail fraud, said 
Tucker in 1945 invited him to join 
the ill-starred, rear-engine venture 
and told him: 

“We could make a lot of money 
and if this thing did fold up we 
could sit back at the Ypsilanti 
plant and watch the world go by.” 

The witness related that Tucker 
told him the original Tucker car 
ideas were conceived by Tucker 
himself; that Tucker said in 1947 
that he had signed up 1900 dealers 
and 76 distributors; and that in 
1948 Peterson got 13 miles to a 
gallon of gasoline instead of the 
30 miles Tucker reported, when 
Peterson drove a hand-made

Negotiations between manage- 
ment of the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road and officers of four unions 
seeking to end the strike of oper- 
ating employes will begin Monday 
morning. The walkout is now in 
its fifth week. 

Union leaders and Trustee Guy 
A. Thompson of the railroad yes- 
terday accepted a plan for settling 
the strike. The plan, drafted by 
Governors and other representa- 


tives of nine states, provides that 
negotiations on the 282 wage 


claims that caused the strike be- 
gin at once. After agreeing on as 
many cases as possible, the plan 
provides, both parties to the dis- 
pute will decide on a method of 
disposition of remaining cases. 
When that method of disposing of 


remaining cases is agréed on, the 
strike is to be ended. 

Gov. Forrest Smith, pleased 
with the success of the two-day 
conference which he conducted, 
expressed the hope that Missouri 
Pacific trains would be running 
“at the end of a week.” He con- 
tinued: “Both sides promised they 
would make a diligent and con- 
scientious effort to reach a 
prompt agreement. 

Urges Give and Take. 

“Very few, if any, of the issues 
cannot be settled in negotiations 
with a little give-and-take by both 
sides, which we're convinced they 
are going to do. Members of the 
Governors’ group are appreciative 
of the willingness of both sides to 
try for a meeting of minds.” 

— — Loar pe about 25 dif- 
eren ans mn suggested 
an the Goversiotiuath pints repre- 
sentatives as a basis for settle- 
ment of the strike before one was 
devised that was finally accept- 
able to both sides. 

In accepting the proposal short- 
ly after 2 p.m., Roy E. Davidson, 
spokesman for the four brother- 
hoods, said to Gov. Smith: “You 
sold us your proposal. We accept 
it without reservations. We are 
ready to open negotiations im- 
mediately.” 

After the ynions had accepted, 
Davidson related, “Thompson tried 
to get us to modify the proposal. 
I went back to the Governors and 
said we should not be compelled 
to modify the plan. They. saw 
our point.” 

Point of Difference. 

Almost since the strike began, 
union leaders have been insisting 
they would not call it off until 
actual negotiations began on the 
282 claims growing out of differ- 
ing interpretations of .operating 
rules. Thompson was equally in- 
sistent that the strike be called 
off first and then negotiations be 
started. 

Two hours after the unions ac- 
cepted the proposal, Thompson 
also accepted, following confer- 
ences with his executive officer, 
Paul J. Neff, and his attorney, 
Russell L. Dearmont. After ac- 
cepting the plan, Thompson made 
the following statement: 

“I glady accept the Governors’ 
proposal and trust it will result in 
an early, termination of the strike. 

“At a conference with the 
brotherhood representatives on 
Sept. 15, I made them substantial- 
ly the same proposal, viz: That 
we negotiate for a period of four 
or five days with the understand- 
ing that such cases as should re- 
main unsettled at the end of that 
period would be referred, for 
final disposition, to a board to be 
constituted as we should mutual- 
ly agree, the strike to be discon- 
tinued as soon as the board should 
be constituted. I was disappointed 
that they did not accept it at that 
time.” 

Union leaders disputed Thomp- 
son’s statement. Davidson said: 


HONG KONG, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
Chinese began fleeing from Can- 
ton today as the front to the 
north showed signs of caving in 
under the pressure of attacking 
Red armies. 

Diplomats in Canton said they 
expected to hear Monday that the 
Nationalist capital was being 
moved to Chungking. That was 
the wartime capital in western 
China. 

Kukong, anchor city only 125 
miles north of Canton, was yielded 
without a fight. Hengyang, the 
Nationalist base 215 miles to the 
north, appeared to have been 
abandoned. 

Communist Ciaim. 

The pro-Communist newspaper 

Wen Wei Pao in Hong Kong said 


Communist troops entered Heng- 
yang Friday afternoon. 

(The United Press said Commu- 
nist troops had plunged southward 
from Hengyang along the Canton 
railroad line and were preparing 
to assault a secondary Nationalist 
line based on Yingtak, 90 miles 
north of Canton. In Canton, it 
was said, the Nationalists were 
reinforcing their garrison with 
troops from the East river front.) 

Press reports said Gen. Pai 
Chung-hsi, central front command- 
er, had quit Hengyang and would 
set up headquarters at Kweilin, 
capital of his native Kwangsi 
province. 

That was a hint he may leave 
Canton to its fate. His 200,000- 
man army is the best left to the 
Nationalists on the Chinese main- 
land. 


Political trouble continued to 
plague the Nationalists in the 
midst of their reverses. 

Tung Kwan-hsien tendered his 
resignation as President of the 
Legislative Yuan but its ac- 
ceptance was deferred. His resig- 
nation apparently arose from de- 
feat of a non-confidence motion 
against Premier Yen MHsi-shan 
Oct. L 

Acting President Li Tsung-jen 
and Gen. Pai evidently wanted to 
get rid of Premier Yen because 
they. felt ne was siding with 
Chiang Kai-shek. The generalissi- 
mo, however, apparently thwarted 
them, at least temporarily. 

An important conference of high 
Nationalists may be in progress 
on their island fortress of For- 
mosa. Gen. Chu Shih-ming, chief 
of the Chinese mission in Japan, 
left Tokyo suddenly for Formosa. 

Diplomatic Moves. 

In the hour of Canton’s ordeal, 
there was considerable diplomatic 
maneuvering. 

A well-informed Commonwealth 
diplomat in London said Britain 
will recognize the newly-estab- 
lished Chinese Communist Gov- 
ernment in Peiping. India was 
expected to take a like step. Other 
Commonwealth governments might 
follow suit. Trade with China is 
a big factor. 

So far only Kussia and its 
retinue of eastern European states 
have recognized the People’s Re- 
public of Communist Mao Tze- 
tung. 

Yugoslavia has offered recogni- 
tion, but the Chinese Reds have 
ignored it, evidently hewing to the 
Moscow line that Marshal Josip 
(Tito) Broz’s Communist Govern- 
ment is beyond the pale. 

The British step would break 
the front of Western powers who 
so far have remained silent on 
the question of recognizing Pei- 
ping. 

Recognition, however, came 
from another quarter. The Mos- 
cow radio said the Mongolian Peo- 
ple’s Republic had severed rela- 
tions with the Nationalist Govern-

RED GOVERNMENT 
CRITICIZED BY U.S. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
The State Department blasted the 
Chinese Communists yesterday for 
“flagrant disregard” of generally 
accepted international standards 
in dealing with foreigners. 

A strongly-worded formal state- 
ment said a new order muzzling 
American and other western cor- 
respondents at Shanghai is the 
latest in a series of acts which 
raise “wholly justifiable doubts 
regarding the responsible nature” 
of the new Communist Govern- 
ment. : 

Under the new orders only cor- 
respondents from countries that 
have recognized the Red Govern- 
ment set up at Peiping can send 


telegrams or 

The State Department said the 
effect was to “blot out completely 
objective reporting of develop- 
ments” in Communist China. It 
termed the order a “crude effort” 
to force recognition of the Com- 
munist Government. 

The statement aiso noted that 
United States consular officials 
have not been allowed to leave 
Mukden and that the Communists 
at least assented to mob action

MANY DEER HUNTERS 
ISOLATED BY SNOW 
IN IDAHO FORESTS 


BOISE, Idaho, Oct. 8 (AP)—Na- 
tional Guardsmen thrust into the 
central Idaho forest area today, 
trying to rescue hundreds of hunt- 
ers marooned by the first snow- 
storm of the yar. 

National Guard trucks from 
Twin Falls headed for the Cassia 
division of the Minidoka National 
Forest, carrying emergency food, 
blankets, clothing and car chains. 

Snow that piled as deep as 10 
inches.in a steady, day-long storm 
endangered the hunters. About 
3000 deer hunters entered the for- 
est yesterday as a special hunt 
opened. The national forest lies 
along the Idaho-Utah border south 
of ‘Twin Falls. Other big game 
hunters were in Boise and Fayette 
National Forests. 

Frostbite and frozen feet were 
reported. Hundreds of hunters 
were isolated and their cars 
bogged in drifts. Many persons 
were taken to hospitals at Burley 
and Twin Falls for treatment of | 
frost bite.

Troops Out of City.

BERLIN, Oct. 8 (UP) — The 
West Berlin city assembly today 
called on the United States, Bri- 
tain and France to incorporate 
their sectors of the capital into 
the federal républic of West Ger- 
many. 

The assembly met in _ special 
session to discuss the situation 
created by the establishment of a 
Communist - dominated Govern- 
ment in the Soviet zone. 

“The reasons for Allied rejec- 
tion of Berlin pleas for integra- 
tion in the federal republic are 
no longer valid,” the assembly 
said. The western powers had 
taken the position that such ac- 
tion would aggravate the split of 
Berlin and of Germany. 

Plea for City Constitution. 

The assembly directed party 
leaders to appeal to the western 
Allied Kommandatura here to “re- 
view its stand and approve inte- 
gration of Berlin into the federal 
republic.” 

The assembly also called on the 
western powers to promulgate a 
constitution drawn up for all of 
Berlin before the administration 
was split last December. It said 


| such a move would clear the way 


for elections “in all sectors of Ber- 
lin.” 

Deputy Mayor Louise Schroeder 
ridiculed a Soviet assertion that 
the eastern republic was formed 
by demand of the people. She 
said, “I demand free elections in 
all of Berlin to find out the true 
will of the people,” she said. 

Reports circulated that the Rus- 
sians were preparing to withdraw 
their troops from Berlin to show 
the “independence” of the new 
east German state. 

Western sources said, however, 
that any Soviet withdrawal from 
the city would be without signif- 
icance. The Russians easily could 
move|back beyond the city limits 
without. endangering their mili- 
tary position. The Soviet zone 
surrounds Berlin.

Viewer Should 


6 Rules for Watching Television; 


Be 10 Feet Away 


NEW YORK, Oct. 8 (UP) — 
Medical scientists seem to agree 
that watching television does not 
cause eye-strain that injures the 
eye permanently. 

However, the American Medical 
Association has six suggestions 
that may prevent temporary eye 
strain. They are: 

1, In general, a large screen is 
considered better than a small 
one because it allows clearer vi- 
sion at a greater distance. 

2. A distance of 10 feet or more 
away from the screen would, in 
general, be better than a short- 
er distance. 

3. The nearer perpendicularly 
the screen is viewed, the better. 

4. Althoug® there is not a def- 
inite time limit for watching 
television, it should not be per- 
sisted in beyond the point of fa- 
tigue. 

5. Daylight screens, in general, 
are considered better than the 
ordinary ones because thy are 
compatible with more light in 


the room, thus reducing the con- | 


trast between screen and sur- 
rounding objects. 

6. “People with defects in con- 
vergence, accommodation, fusion 
and refraction suffer ocular dis- 
comfort sooner than others,” the 
A.M.A. said. 

In addition to the A.M.A. sug- 
gestions, the Medical Society of 
the County of New York adds 
four more. They are: 

1, Distance glasses, if needed 
for driving, movies and the 
blackboard should be worn when 
viewing television. 

2. The reproduction should be 
well-focused and no attempt 
made to view an indistinct pic- 
ture. The viewer should sit di-

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP) — 
Secretary of the Navy Matthews 
said today the Navy believes that 
cuts in naval spending ordered in 
the Pentagon would impair the 
nation’s security. 

He testified in a House Armed 
Services Committee hearing where 
a storm already had been set off 
by a charge that “secret orders” 
from the defense department 
threatened to ditch the Navy’s air 


arm. 

The committee is in the second 
day of an inquiry into friction 
between the services. 

Hearing Promised. 

Matthews said the Navy is 
bucking the cuts and Secretary of 
Defense Johnson has agreed to 
give it a hearing. 
Chairman Vinson (Dem.), Geor- 
gia, first reported the cut orders, 
and said the apportionment was 
decided by “defense leaders in the 
Pentagon and the other services 
» . out of sympathy with the 
Navy air arm.” 

Vinson said the $353,000,000 re- 
duction assigned to the Navy, out- 
side the cuts made by Congress, 
would cut Navy and Marine avia- 
tion “about in half.” 

He said more than half that cut 
would be applied to naval aviation 
and the sum is “out: of propor- 
tion.” 

“As this picture unfolds,” Vin- 
son said, “it looks to me like it is 
not difficult to comprehend the 
concern of the air arm of the 
Navy and the Navy in general.” 

Stand on Carriers. 
Building up his complaint of un- 
fairness in the Pentagon, Vinson 
said he has reliable authority for 
a report that the Air Force wants 
all large aircraft carriers and their 
air groups out of the Navy. 

“The Navy would become a pro- 
tective convoy to move troops and 
fight submarines,” Vinson said. 

He got verification of his fig- 
ures from R. Adm. Herbert G. 
Hopwood, the Navy’s budget of- 
ficer, and Wilfred McNeil, comp- 
troller of the Defense Department. 
Hopwood and McNeil testified 
that the Navy will take the heavi- 
est cuts below the sums Congress 
appropriates, under the orders 
from Johnson’s office. 

The Navy share is about 9 per 
cent of its 1950 money, while the 
Air Force cut is about 3% per 
cent. The Army’s assigned cut is 
around 8 per cent. The Air Force 
cut, he said, is about $160,000,000, 

McNeil said; however, that he 
knows of no_ discrimination 
against any one service. It is all 
in line, he said, with plans John- 
son announced months ago to try 
to bring about an $800,000,000 sav- 
ing in defense spending.

“Then,” Vinson said, “it would 
necessarily impair the security of 
the country.” 

“That’s our opinion,” Matthews 
answered crisply. 

Matthewg said the Navy gave 
exhaustive consideration to the 
cut recommended by Johnson’s 
special economy board. 

Then on Oct. 1, he related, he 
wrote .Johnson saying he “didn’t 
see how we could possibly make 
these cuts,” and asking for an op- 
portunity to be heard. 

Matthews also talked to Johnson 
on the telephone and was as- 
sured a “full hearing.” 

Now the Navy is prepared to 
present its case vigorously, he said.

A 
notation on the application stated 
that. she “failed to prove attach- 
ment to the principles of the Con- 
stitution.” 

The congress said the denial of 
citizenship to Mrs. Sentner in 
1945 “was an obvious injustice.”

GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., Oct. 8 
(AP)—Time ran out for war Vet- 
eran Roger Kohlenberger before 
he could be talked out of his wish 
for death. 

His wrist bleeding from an 
earlier suicide attempt, Kohlen- 
berger, 32 years old, shot and 
killed himself yesterday in the 
dimly lighted attic where he had 
held two policemen and a psychi- 
atrist at bay for three hours.

Ironically, the mission seeming- 
ly had been successful at the mo- 
ment the tragedy occurred. 

Kohlenberger had consented to 
return downstairs where his 
mother and wife, Cola, 30, waited. 
Just as his foot touched the top 
rung of the ladder, the pistol went 
off. Whether the shot was acci- 
dental or on purpose, authorities 
do not know. 

With a bullet wound in his head, 
he died two hours later in Butter- 
worth Hospital. 

A college graduate, Kohlenber- 
ger had been treated for mental 
illness before. His mother, Mrs. 
Charles Kohlenberger, had been 
warned that he might harm him- 
self. Friends said plans already 
had been made to send him to an 
institution. 

The young wife called authori- 
ties to the scene when she awoke 
and discovered blood dripping 
from the attic and her husband 
sitting on the trapdoor which led 
up to it.

Waste in Alaska 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

I was greatly pleased to receive an ar- 
ticle from your very good newspaper to- 
day, written by George H. Hall in Wash- 
ington Sept. 24. 

I agree wholeheartedly as to the need 
for more housing in Alaska, but I won- 
der if any thinking is being done re- 
garding reviving some of the deserted 
World War II bases up here. 

For example, I lfved for about three 
months in one of the deserted Air Force 
bases. Port Heiden, on the Alaskan 
Peninsula, had a wartime complement 
of approximately 5000 men. It has two 
runways in usable condition, one of 
which is 7200 feet long. 

When I arrived there, it was deserted 
except for the 11 civilians who ran the 
radio range station. No military what- 
soever. | 

True, the housing is greatly run down 
at this time, but it could probably be 
repaired for less than the cost of build- 
ing new houses at other bases. Of course, 
I am unable to say how strategic this 
location is, but as a taxpayer I do look 
for some reason why housing for 5000 
men, and two long serviceable runways 
with tower and communication facilities, 
should have been abandoned. 

At Cold Bay, a little (200 miles) far- 
ther west along the peninsula, the sit- 
uation is somewhat the same. Cold Bay 
is still a base and the runways are used 
daily and all other facilities are kept up. 
However, the housing is more than ade- 
quate fcr several times the number of 
men stationed there. I have heard un- 
officially that during wartime the num- 
ber of men at Cold Bay approached 30,- 
000, and I doubt if there are 3000 there 
now. 

In my opinion the greatest neglect was 
the act that allowed the War Surplus 
Commission to sell supplies, equipment 
and buildings, for a fraction of cost, in 
times as uncertain as we have been go- 
ing through. Starting with the Russians’ 
firing an A-bomb, we taxpayers are go- 
ing to have to buy back all the build- 

ings and equipment, supplies and vehi- 
cles, that have been practically given 
away, until we are in a position to de- 
fend ourselves against an enemy. 

I believe in practically unlimited funds 
for defense, but let them stop the whole- 
sale waste.

An Odor of Suspicion 


There is an odor of suspicion about the de- 
portation proceedings which suddenly have been 
started against Mrs. Antonia Sentner. The 
charge against her is of long standihg. Why, 
then, is it pressed just when her American-born 
husband, William Sentner, is involved in a bitter 
battle over the radical leadership of the United 
Electrical Workers’ Union? 

Sentner, formerly a local official and now an 
international representative of the union, is an 
avowed Communist. Our sympathies are with 
those who want to break the hold of his faction 
on the union. But we do not believe that any 
Washington bureaucrat should attempt to fur- 
ther this cause by badgering Sentner’s wife. 

Under the letter of the law, it may be possible 
to ship her off to Yugoslavia. Technically, she 
is not a citizen of the United States. She was 
born, it is true, under the Hapsburg double- 
eagle in what is now a part of Yugoslavia. One 
naturalization application was denied; another 
was withdrawn. | 

But Mrs. Sentner has lived in the United 
States since she was eight years old. She went 
to school here. She married here. Her three 
children were born here. Her ideas were formed 
here. And it is for her ideas that she is being 
prosecuted. 

She has admitted that she was a member of 
the Communist party from 1935 to 1938. If she 
still professes Communist ideas, we can hardly 
admire her for them. But it takes more than 
“guilt by association” to make anybody, citizen, 
or non-citizen, subject to punishment under our 
laws. For that, there must be evidence of con- 
spiracy or overt action against the United States. 
If, for example. Mrs, Sentner were the agent of 
a foreign power, there would be no question 
about her status. 

But that seems rather unlikely. If it were so, 
the Government surely would have moved 
against her long before this. The present arrest 
fits a little too patly into the pattern of the 
UEW feud. And the small type of the statute 
books should not be invoked to involve Mrs. 
Sentner in that battle, possibly to exile her from 
her home, to separate her from her children, 
and to drive her into a land which she does not 
know. 

If she does hold Communist notions, we be- 
lieve that she has wrongly appraised American 
opportunities and undervalued American free- 
doms. But her ideas are based on what she has 
seen and heard and felt in the United States. 
And here it is her privilege to form her own 
conclusions, even if the majority of us do not 
agree with them. Let us not pervert the letter 

of the law. We need to find a way of correcting 
Mrs. Sentner’s opinions, not a legal pretext for 
bundling her off to an alien land. 
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Whew! 

It was a narrow squeak, as baseball writers 
said of the third World Series game, and 1949 
baseball has been full of them. Nartfow’' squeaks, 
that is. First the Cards and Dodgers and Yanks 
and Red Sox chased each other up and down the 
standings, until the victors squeaked through. 
Now, after three one-run victories in three s¢ries 
games, just how narrow can a squeak be? 

Possibly a narrow squeak is narrower than a 
pip-squeak, but undoubtedly it is barer than a 
bare escape. And for a thin margin, who could 
beat that ninth inning in Flatbush? There’s 
been so much excitement, and so many mixed 
metaphors, that Cardinal followers ought to be 
able to forget last week’s slim chance, which was 
tighter than a tight drama. 

From this poiat of view, what has happened so 
far in the series is a public service. But if much 
more of. the same happens, the squeaks will be 
narrower than standing room at Ebbets Field. 
That, in turn, is closer than a close shave which, 
of course, is too close for enjoyment. 
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Study in Stubbornness 

The Hawaiian dock strike, which apparently is 
over, lasted more than five months and cost the 
Territory’s economy an estimated $100,000,000. 
All that is now spilled milk. But the CIO long- 
shoremen and the seven stevedoring firms pre- 
sented a remarkable picture of obstinacy that is 
a kind of object lesson in labor relations. 

For 158 days, the employers adamantly re- 
fused to arbitrate the wage dispute. The union 
not only offered, but invited arbitration, even 
at the hands of a panel composed of business 
men. The stevedoring companies were used to 
arbitrating disputes arising under previous con- 
tracts, but they insisted that was not the same 
thing as arbitrating a wage issue. So the strike 
proceeded. 

For 158 days, the union clung to its demand 
for a 32-cent hourly pay increase. The employ- 
ers offered 8, then 12 cénts. Eventually a fact- 
finding board proposed 14 cents, which is ex- 
actly what the union accepted on the 159th day 
—but not until then. 

The results, naturally, were a compromise 
agreement. Aside from the immediate wage 
issue, the employers demanded a contract last- 
ing until mid-1951. They got it, in return for an 
additional wage guarantee of 7 cents next March. 
This is the kind of settlement each side might 
reasonably have expected, in view of which they 
might have expected it much sooner. 

Often the strike weapon is a prod to collective 
bargaining, but Hawaii's strike produced little 
but intransigeance until the 159th day. It is the 
kind of endurance record that should be allowed 
to stand for a long, long time. 
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Planning in the Charter 

Should the St. Louis city planning body be 
protected by the new charter or left to the 
Board of Aldermen's pleasure? The Board of 
Freeholders will deal with few questions more 
important, for hit-or-miss development under 
the Aldermen’s control has left a legacy of seri- 
ous troubles. 

One Plan Commission member, William C. 
Barnard, thinks it should continue to play only 
an advisory role. But this lodges all power in 
the politicians, and that arrangement has worked 
badly. Only lately have the Aldermen sanctioned 
a comprehensive plan, and there is no assur- 
ance that another set of Aldermen won't throw- 
it in the river. Real Estate Board opposition has 
even kept the Aldermen from passing a modern 
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zoning ordinance, which is Item 1 in any city 
plan that is to be more than a pretty picture. 

There isn’t a Democratic or a Republican way 
to improve and protect the parks, or to develop 
the riverfront, or to guide the city’s future 
growth into patterns of less blight and conges- 
tion. Nor can these goals be reached when peo- 
ple with axes to grind can gain exemptions from 
the city plan through their Aldermen. 

Sad experience here and elsewhere shows that 
St. Louis needs a competent planning body with 
continuity and enough power to keep physical 
changes moving steadily toward an urban design 
in which it is more profitable and more pleasant 
to live. The Freeholders’ problem is to give 
planning secure charter status in which, without 
making the planners themselves supreme, their 
work can withstand the pressures of temporary 


and narrow interests. 
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The East Reich Is Formed 


To set up a state in Eastern Germany—as the 
Communists have just done—is an obvious corol- 
lary to the Western Germah state set up by the 
United States, Britain and France. But our dip- 
lomats, in acting first and in following demo- 
cratic forms, seized an advantage that forced 
Moscow into imitative action. Moreover, the 
East Reich was whipped up in one propaganda- 
infested week, while the West Reich was formed 
only after months of discussion and deliberation, 
and following adoption of a Constitution and a 
free election. The contrast is decidedly favor- 
able to us, 

eOf course, neither state is free. The Bonn 
Government is given power over domestic af- 
fairs, but its foreign relations are controlled by 


the Allies and it is denied the basic right of a 


truly sovereign state, namely, to make war. Rus- 
sia attempts to make capital of these restrictions 
by according a foreign ministry and representa- 
tion abroad to the East Reich, but this is form 
without substance. It is easy to imagine what 
would happen to an East Reich Foreign Minister, 
for example, if he should traffic with Tito. 

Under the manifesto setting up the East 
Reich, an attempt was made to appeal to Ger- 
man nationalism in demanding liquidation of 
Trizonia, annulment of the Ruhr statute and an 
end to industrial dismantling. How the mani- 
festo could include the last point with a straight 
face is difficult to understand. considering the 
rather wholesale dismantling job already done in 
Eastern Germany by the U.S.S.R. As for German 
nationalism, it is hard to see the 45,000,000 Ger- 
mans of the west falling for such a iure. 

In any case, now Germany is divided into two 
political entities, with a measure of self-rule in 
each, but with strict control of the respective 
occupying powers. It thus continues to be the 
main diplomatic battleground of the cold war. 
Neither the Western Powers nor the Soviets can 
afford to let partial control of Germany slip 
away. That nation continues to be the heart of 
Europe from an industrial and strategic point of 
view, as well as a huge reservoir of manpower. 
The struggle for Germany, unless it is decided 
by a third world war, will settle down to a 
struggle of ideas—the free principles of the 
West versus Soviet police state principles. 
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Lending a Hand to New York 

Missourians are entitled to take some little 
pride in favorable notice their state is receiving 
just now in New York. This notice has nothing 
to do with a baseball team or a political figure. 
It stems from the Missouri plan for the selec- 
tion of judges. 

New York bar leaders want to do something 
to lift their courts out of the mire of party 
politics and boss-dictated slates. So they have 
turned to Missouri to find out how it was done 
here. Indeed, they sent out a Macedonian’ call 
to Chief Justice Laurance M. Hyde of the Mis- 
souri Supreme Court to “come over and help us.” 
Judge Hyde, who is chairman of the Conference 
of the Chief Justices of the 48 States, went to 
New York and described the plan and experi- 
ence under it to the New York Citizens Com- 
mittee on the Courts at Hotel Biltmore. 

The bar members and laymen who worked 
together to adopt the non-partisan plan, which 
combines features of the appointive and elec- 
tive systems, still deserve appreciation for their 
long, uphill fight. The compliment from New 
York should be particularly pleasant recognition 
for their good work. 
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The Preferred Scientific Method 


The release of atomic energy leaves science 
under something of a cloud. Unfairly so, since 
it is held responsible for what really is a fail- 
ure of statesmanship. Scientists are not accus- 
tomed to restrictions such as those they have 
had to accept in this field. Left to themselves, 
they would share all knowledge for the good of 
all people. This has been indicated once again 
by their approach to the problem of cortisone. 

Cortisone, or Compound E, is the rare drug 
which promises such amazing results against 
arthritis, and probably also in connection with 
cancer, heart disease, mental disturbances, the 
degenerative ailments and other ills. Its chief 
source now is the bile of cattle, from which 
it is obtained by a difficult chemical process. 
The slaughter houses of the United States can 
produce enough cortisone to treat only one tenth 
of 1 per cent of the arthritics in the United 
States—and those at a high cost. 

One or two firms already have made seven- 
figure investments in research. But this only 
makes it the more remarkable that the leading 
scientists in the field and their employers should 
have come together in New York to share their 
knowledge and pool their patents. They dis- 
cussed the possibilities of extracting the drug 
from a fairly common African plant, Strophan- 
thus sarmentosus, or from a Mexican yam. 

And now a Chicago Negro chemist, Percy L. 
Julian, announced the extraction of what he calls 
Compound S$ from soya beans. This is said to 
have all the chemical characteristics of cortisone, 
except one oxygen atom. 

Experience shows that patent pools can be 
abused. They can be the foundations of monop- 
olies and cartels. They can be used to peg 
prices and limit supplies. And this has hap- 
pened in the drug field. If such practices were 
to be tried in connection with cortisone, the pur- 
pose of the scientists would be defeated. But 
there is no point in passing up a present boon 
because of a possible future abuse.

Why More Social Security Is Urgent 


Meager old-age insurance benefits are undermining the social secu- 
rity system, capital newspaper says; quotes warning that they cause 
old-age relief to flourish beyond its proper secondary role; adds 
that they also spur unions to push for employer-financed pensions.

This is condensed from an _ editorial 
urging the House to pass the social security 
bill. The House has now done so, but 
Senate leaders plan to hold the question 
over until next year. 

It is not to be supposed the Congress can 
revamp the social security system fn time 
to hasten the end of the steel strike. The 
proposed liberalization of the old-age and 
survivors insurance program would not 
satisfy the steel workers if it were on the 
books. But it would lessen the intensity of 
the demand for large private pension and 
insurance benefits to be financed solely 
by the employer. 

The fact is that many unions are seeking 
special systems for the benefit of their 
members only because they have lost hope 
of bringing the nation’s general social se- 
curity system up to reasonable standards of 
adequacy. 

This was frankly acknowledged by the 
Ways and Means Committee. “Without an 
adequate and wniversally applicable basic 
social insurance system,” it advised the 
House, “the demands for security by seg- 
ments of the population threaten to result 
in unbalanced, overlapping and competing 
programs.” It is about time for Congress 
to wake up to the fact that its delay in 
bringing the Social Security Act up to date 
is threatening to undermine that legisla- 
tion. 

There is, of course, another serious dan- 
ger to the social security system, which is 
based on the sound principle of helping 
people to help themselves. That danger 
stands out sharply from the following com- 
ments in the Ways and Means report: 


“The assistance program, instead of be- 
ing reduced to a secondary position as was 
anticipated, still cares for a much larger 
number of people than the insurance pro- 
gram. Furthermore, the average payments 
under assistance have more than doubled in 


amount since 1939 while benefits under in- 
surance have scarcely risen at all. 


“There are indications that if the insur- 
ance program is not strengthened and ex- 
panded, the old-age assistance program may 
develop into a very costly and ill-advised 
system of non-contributory pensions, pay- 
able not only to the needy but to all indi- 
viduals at or above retirement age who 
are no longer employed. Moreover, there 
are increasing pressures for special pen- 
sions for particular groups and particular 
hazards.” 


The question for Congress, therefore, is 
really whether the social security system 
shall be allowed to go to pieces. If it re- 
mains so inadequate as to encourage the 
development of all sorts of special little 
areas of social security based on the non- 
contributory principle, its chief element 
of strength will be lost. 


It seems to us that’ the superiority of a 
general system covering all workers who 
can reasonably be brought into it is indis- 
putable. Such a system spreads the burden 
of social security over all industry. It gen- 
eralizes benefits instead of permitting them 
to be concentrated in a few prosperous cor- 
porations. 

It enables workers to change jobs withb- 
out losing their security. It conserves their 
independence and dignity because they 
contribute to the system and draw benefits 
from it as a matter of right. The desir- 
ability of extending such a system is evi- 
dent without any reference to the current 
widespread demand for special pension 
plans, but these demands have made action 
by Congress especially urgent. 

Industrial statesmanship on the part of 
both the steel companies and the union 
calls for a compromise of their dispute 
over pensions that will make allowance for 
a liberalized federal pension system. 


What Can a Man Believe?

These are strange times we are living in. 
A baseball umpire has admitted he was 
wrong. This remarkable development oc- 
curred, naturally, at Ebbets Field, when 
Mr. Duke Snider hit a ball off a small 
screen guarding the center field bleachers. 
The umpire in question, Mr. Arthur Gore, 
first declared the drive a home-run, but 
then, to Mr. Snider’s obvious chagrin, de- 
cided it was only a triple. ,“I misinter- 
preted the rule,” explained Mr. Gore. 

Now those are astonishing words to be 
coming from an umpire. We doubt that 
they have ever been spoken in such suc- 
cinct form. Certainly the arbiters of old 
would have cut their tongues out before 
talking thus. One has only to recall the 
magnificent dictum of Mr. Bill Klem: “I 
don’t call them as I see them, I call them 
as they are.” Or the haughty ukase of Mr. 


Charlie Moran: “They may be balls and 
they may be atrikes, but until I call them, 
they ain’t nothing.” 

Of course, it is to be noted in Mr. Gore's 
extenuation that he is a young umpire, 
comparatively new at the trade, who has 
not yet had time to overcome all the frail- 
ties that beset other humans, 

Once infallibility goes, we cannot help 
wondering what will become of those other 
instruments of the umpirical power—the 
imperious gesture of “yer out!” the bale- 
ful stare that withers an outraged player's 
protests, the line in the dirt beyond which 
the fiercest manager dares not advance. 

There are grave dangers here, and we 
trust that the next umpire will think twice 


fore admitting it. 
wrong, where does that leave the rest of us? 


Between Book Ends 


America’s Chief War Bird 
GLOBAL MISSION, by H. H. Arnold. (Harper & 
Brothers, New York, 626 pgs., $5.00.) 
Caspar W. Weinberger in the San Francisco 
ronicle. 


In the summer of 1909 a young second 
lieutenant, two years out of West Point, 
in Paris on his way home from the Philip- 
pines, saw his first airplane, the historic 
monoplane in which Louis Bleriot had just 
completed the first flight of the English 
Channel. 

* Thirty-six years later the same officer, 
now Gen. Hap Arnold, commanded an Air 
Force of some 72,000 airplanes and about 
2,300,000 men and women; an Air Force 
that had completed its last mission in 
World War II and was ready for demobili- 
zation, with Germany, Italy and Japan 
prostrate, and America, England and Rus- 
sia the most powerful nations in the world. 
. - * 

“Global Mission” is the story of those 36 
years which Hap Arnold devoted, with a 
single-minded constancy rare in even a re- 
ligious fanatic, to the promotion of air 
power and the United States Air Force. 


It is a big, sprawling, rather disorganized, 
talkative but immensely readable book. It 
is Gen. Arnold’s personal autobiography, it 

is his collection of 
his best after-dinner 
stories, and it is, 
above all, an invalu- 
able source book for 
history and histori- 
ans. 


The first third of 
“Global Mission” is 
the detailed story of 
the Air Force’s strug- 
gle for recognition, 
planes, men and 
equipment from the 
days of World War I 
to the dawn of World 
War II. Billy Mitch- 
ell's long series of wrangles with higher 
authority culminating in his final discharge 
for “incompetency, criminal negligence and 
almost treasonable administration” in the 
War and Navy Departments, is set forth in 
some detail. After that Mitchell's court- 
martial was a matter of course and Ar- 
nold, one of his strong supporters, was 
“exiled” to the Cavalry post of Fort Riley, 
Kan.

After the war in Europe was fairly un- 
der way in 1939 and 1940 most of the Air 
Corps’ worries about being recognized were 
over, and it was necessary to change the 
thinking of its leaders from requests of a 
few hundred planes to thousands upon thou- 
sands. It was at this stage that the true 
worth of Hap Arnold made itself felt. He, 
with a very few others in Washington, had 
the imagination and breadth of vision nec- 
essary for leadership in a time when hori- 
zons were moving out so far and so fast 
that most men were unable to adjust their 
thinking even to already outmoded objec- 
tives. 

The negotiations with our Allies in early 
1940 demonstrated this difference. On Jan. 
11, 1940, the French had asked for 25 P-40s, 
and on the next day England began nego- 
tiations for 20,000 planes of all types. By 
that date England had already realized the 
nature of death struggle in which it was 
locked. “Global Mission” tells the story of 
how our leaders came to realize the same 
thing and to think accordingly, and in 


time. 

This is the cheerful and zestful account 
of an enormous job, brilliantly performed 
by a man who ob has enjoyed both 
his work and the telling of his story.

Hearing Today Postponed 
to Monday Because of 
Death of Committee

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8 (AP)—A 
congressional hearing on the tide- 
lands issue was canceled today 
out of respect for Senator Miller 
(Dem.), Idaho, who died this morn- 
ing. 
Senator O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, announced the hearing 
will be resumed Monday. 

He also said that because of the 
approaching adjournment of Con- 
gress it will be impossible for any 
action to be taken this session on 
the question of whether the states 
or the Federal Government have 
title to the mineral-rich lands tbat 
lie off the nation’s coasts. 

Member of Committee. 

It is this question that has been 
under study by a Senate Interior 
subcommittee, of which Miller was 
@ member. 

The committee is considering a 
number of bills on the issue. 
Coastal states and the oil indus- 
try have urged approval of those 
measures which give the states 
clear title to the so-called tide- 


. land areas off the United States | 


coasts. 

Government representatives, on 
the other hand, have called for 
the approval of bills which would 
place the marginal seas under the 
jurisdiction and control of the 
Federal Government. 

Warns of Shutdown. 

A petroleum industry leader 
told the subcommittee yesterday 
that unless the Government Yrec- 
ognizes leases granted by Califor- 
nia there may be a complete shut- 
down of wells operating along the 
so-called tidelands of that state. 

The witness was Ernie Pyles, a 
Long Beach (Calif.) oil company 
executive. 

Protesting against provisions of 
a pending bill to set up a three- 
man federal commission with 
power to determine which of ex- 
isting state leases might be ex- 
changed for federal leases, he 
said: 

“Under this measure the pro- 
posed commission could arbitrari- 

" ly e a valuable lease away 
from a company which, in good 
faith, had spent millions of dol- 
lars in exploration and develop- 
ment work, and the Secretary 
could then award that lease to 
someone else who had done noth- 
ing at all.” 

Explains Position. 

Pyles, explaining that Califor- 
nia law requires that wells drilled 
into submerged lands be surfaced 
on upland and slant-drilled into 
undersea oil deposits, said: 

“A refusal to ratify existing 
state leases might result in the 
complete shutdown of existing 
wells, which in many cases would 
mean their destruction. 

“A new lessee, unless able to 
buy the sites on which the wells 
are now surfaced, would have to 
start from scratch and redrill all 
the wells from new upland sites.” 


Says Spain May Have Given Gulf 
Tidelands to Texas. 

SEVILLA, Spain, Oct. 8 (AP)— 
Centuries-old Spanish documents 
may prove Texas and not the 
United Sttaes Government is en- 
titled to tidelands oil rights in 
the Gulf of Mexico, a Congress- 
man said yesterday. 

Representative W. R. Poage 
(Dem.), Texas, said he had en- 
gaged special investigators to 
search the archives here for ma- 
terial aiding his state in its oil 
controversy with the federal gov- 
ernment. 

The investigators hope to find 
documents that will prove the 
Spaniards originally fixed Texas's 
jurisdiction in the Gulf of Mexico 
at “three Spanish leagues (10% 
miles) seaward.” 

The documents have become im- 
portant centuries later, Poage 
said, because Texas companies 
have found oil beneath Gulf wa- 
ters, but the Federal Government 
claims it belongs to the United 
States. The Government claim is 
based on the contention all terri- 
torial waters come under its juris- 
diction. 

Poage said, however, that when 
Texas joined the Federal Union 
in 1845 the Federal Government 
agreed not to claim any property 
belonging to the then Republic 
of Texas. 

The archives here house a fabu- 
lous collection of original source 
material pertaining to Spanish ac- 
tivities in the New World from 
the time of Columbus’s first voy- 
age. 


CHANCELLOR COMPTON URGES 
UNIFIED WORLD COMMUNITY 


COLUMBUS, 0O., Oct. 8—The 
atomic age is one of world com- 
munity, Chancellor Arthur H. 
Compton of Washington Univer- 
sity said here yesterday at the 
dedication of Ohio State Univer- 
sity’s $600,000 science building. 
Following the dedication, he was 
recipient of an honorary doctor of 
science degree. 

“Uniess the growth of science 
and technology is sharply retard- 
ed,” he said, “some kind of world 
government seems inevitable, The 
step that has already been made 
in the United Nations is a clear 
indication of that. We are rap- 
idly moving toward the condition 
‘under which the only stable life is 
that of a unified world commu- 
nity.” 


He said world government was 
the hext logical step in man's so- 
cial progress and asserted science 
and industry were emphasizing 
the need of good will and co-oper- 
ation. “Our primary safety against 
attack,” he declared, “now de- 
mands making our services so val- 
uable to our neighbors that they 
cannot afford to fight us.”

SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 8—Lay 
leaders in the House of Deputies 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church

This action came at the closing 
session of the church’s fifty-sixth 
triennial convention. In rejecting 
the bishops’ suggestion, the depu- 
ties over-rode recommendations of 
their own committee, which spoke 
of conscientious objectors as men 
“who were willing to make equiva- 
lent sacrifices in non-combat du- 
ties.” 

Another proposal by the House 
of Bishops also was rejected. The 
deputies voted disapproval of the 
granting of permission to lay read- 
ers in the church to pass the cha- 
lice in holy corammunion services. 
Approval, however, was given the 
bishops’ proposal urging interna- 
tional control of Jerusalem as the 
holy city for the three great world 
religions — Christian, Jewish and 
Moslem. 

A report on the state of the 
church showed membership has 
grown to 2,293,389, an increase of 
8.3 per cent; communicants num- 
ber 1,592,522, an increase of 5.4 per 
cent, and there are now 1014 pos- 
tulants for the ministry, the larg- 
est for any one year in the 
church’s history. 

At special services at Grace Ca- 
thedral, Bishop Oliver J. Hart of 
Pennsylvania read the bishops’ 
pastoral letter, which will be -car- 
ried to every Episcopal church in 
the country. 

The letter warned that “like a 
pendulum, swinging between ex- 
tremes, we have moved from an 
exaggerated individualism to a 
demonic collectivism; from an in- 
dividualistic anarchy to a collec- 
tivist tyranny; from a false free- 
dom to a world-wide attack on 
freedom. We have been contami- 
mated by the secular humanism of 
our time... and that is why we 
call our people to a crusade for 
better Christian education.” 


NORONIC ALARM 
SYSTEM ‘CHEAPEST 
MONEY CAN BUY’ 


TORONTO, Oct. 8 (AP)—An ex- 
pert in fire safety appliances from 
Detroit yesterday told the federal 
inquiry into the Noronic fire that 
the cruise steamship’s break-glass 
alarm system was “the cheapest 
money can buy.” 

Edward Koladsick Jr., a sur- 
vivor of the Sept. 17 disaster 
which left a toll of 104 identified 
dead and 19 missing, said any 
break in such a system would 
knock out all units. He called it 
an “open circuit alarm system.” 

Of 32 witnesses heard during the 
eight days the.commission has 
been sitting under Justice R. L. 
Kellock of Ottawa, only Capt. 
William Taylor, the Noronic’s mas- 
ter, said that he heard the ship's 
klaxon sound during the fire. 

Koladsick said the Noronic’s 
fire alarm system was listed in a 
United States sales catalogue at 
about $4.85. 

“It is the cheapest and least 
dependable there is,” he said. “The 
alarm notifies the engine room 
and mate’s room, and it is then 
left to the discretion of the crew 
to turn in a general alarm.” 

‘Koladsick, who took his wife to 
safety ashore and then returned 
to help fight the fire, praised the 
crew members’ actions as heroic. 

James C. Miller, of Cuyahoga 
Falls, O., testified there had been 
no excessive drinking among pas- 
sengers before the fire.. 


9,93-INCH RAIN THREATENS 
HOUSTON, TEX., WITH FLOODS 


HOUSTON, Tex., Oct. 8 (AP)— 
One person drowned and residents 
were being evacuated from sub- 
urban areas early today as weath- 
er-weary Houston faced a serious 
flood threat. 

The heaviest rain in years sent 
bayous and creeks of the state's 
most populated county on a ram- 
page. Rain continued to fall 
heavily after the municipal airport 
weather bureau gave a total meas- 
urement of 9.93 inches for the 19- 
hour period ending at 1 a.m. 

Tony Lock of Houston, 43 years 
old, drowned.

History is repeating ironically. 
During World War I, Indian was 
unable to buy cotton goods from 
England. Shipping space was 
sparse and the Lancashire cotton 
mills had to concentrate on the 
requirements of the armed serv- 
ices. So India, out of necessity, 
expanded its cotton industry. 
Then, after the war, to protect the 
home producers who had become 
more powerful, India introduced a 
tariff against imports of British 
cottons—a tariff to which the Brit- 
ish India office gave assent. Brit- 
ish exports, even in the postwar 
sales boom of 1919-20, never re- 
covered in yardage from that 
blow. 

Nor was that all. During World 
War I, Japan, as a virtual non- 
combatant, built up its cotton in- 
dustry. After the war, it began to 
undersell Britain in China, Ma- 
laya and the Dutch East Indies. 
Japan had three advantages: a 
shorter freight haul: the “rice 
wage” (lower labor costs), and 
more modern machinery. In 1933, 
Japan’s exports passed Britain’s. 

Britain’s cotton industry has 
suffered, too, from a flight of 
capitalge As exports of cotton de- 
clined from an average of 6,500,- 
000,000 linear yards in the years 
1909-1913 to 1,400,000,000 in 1938, 
reserves of cotton mills were 
eaten up meeting deficits. In- 
vestors lost interest in putting up 
additional funds for a depressed 
industry. Modern equipment was 
not installed. Plants deteriorated.

on cloth needed for the war— 
largely canvases, webbing, balloon 
and parachute materials. (That 
was likewise true in the United 
States.) Many mhills producing 
high-quality cloth for export closed 
down to free manpower for the 
Armed Forces or for munitions 
plants. Employment declined 44 
per cent from the 1937 level. 
Again, Britain was unable to 
supply former customers. The 
United States boosted output, so 
did India, so did Brazil. Of course, 
Japan was out of the export busi- 
ness. None the less, when the 
war ended, Britain was still fur- 
ther behind in exports. And still 
is, even though demand for Lan- 
cashire cottons far exceeds supply. 
The primary reason is the labor 
shortage. The secondary reason is 
old machinery. 

Lancashire mills, on the aver- 
age, are operating at only 75 per 
cent of capacity. They cannot 
find men and women to man the 
machines. During the war, work- 
ers scattered to war jobs all over 
Britain and now cannot be re- 
gathered. Some mills are trying 
to meet the labor shortage by in- 
stalling automatic !ooms, which 
enable a weaver to handle 24 ma- 
chines instead of the traditional 
four. But British labor is slow 
to accept what is standard in the 
United States. Some companies 


new machinery unless they oper- 
ate two shifts—to get more work 
out of their capital. But Lanca- 
shire is a one-shift area. Why 
work at night when you can get 
pleasanter day work? 

Even were Lancashire to obtain 
additional workers and faster ma- 
chinery, long-term success is not 
assured, Many countries today 


haven’t the dollars to buy Amer- 
ican cloth, If ever the dollar get. 
easier in international markets, 
American competition will become 
stiffer. It may well offset British 
devaluation of the pound. Then 
there is Japan. It is coming back 
fast in cotton production. Too 
fast, Lancashire people will tell 
you. 


BELGIAN VISITOR SEEKS 
10 PROMOTE TRADE 


Head of Consulate in Kansas 
City Tells of Plan to Sell 
Goods to Midwest. 


L. A. Van den Berghe, who 
heads the recently established Bel- 
gian consulate general at Kansas 
City, was in St. Louis yesterday to 
attend a luncheon of the consular 
corps here and to promote trade 
between his country and the Mid- 
dle West. 

The Belgian official, who was 
commercial counselor at the Bel- 
gian Embassy in Washington, D. 
C., before the Kansas City con- 
sulate general was opened, said 
Belgium was determined to main- 
tain a future high volume of 
American imports. But this can- 
not be accomplished, he reported, 
unless ways and means can be 
found for “paying our own way 
for these purchases.” 

To that end, the Government at 
Brussels has approved a special 
promotion program designed to 
sell more Belgian goods directly 
in the Middle West. Goods in this 
category include linens, laces, 
crystalwares, leather goods and 
hunting arms. A three-story build- 
ing has been leased in downtown 
Kansas City and is expected to 
open late this month with a pro- 
motional display. 

Belgium wants to enlarge on its 
purchases of American food, in- 
dustrial products and equipment, 
he reported. At present, they are 
considerably above the prewar 
level and it is desired to maintain 
and enlarge this volume. By deal- 
ing directly with Middle Western 
business men, the Belgians hope 
to increase their own sales in this 
country and thus pay for imports 
from America, 

In the past, the bulk of Belgian 
goods have been marketed almost 
exclusively through eastern and 
especially New York City firms. 

Van den Berghe was the guest 
here of Charles Webb Godefroy, 
Belgian consul here and head of 
the Godefroy Manufacturing Co. 
at 3510 Olive street. L. F. L. Py- 
man, British consul, was chair- 
man of the luncheon. 


NEW NORTHWESTERN U. HEAD 


EVANSTON, [il Oct. 8 (UP)— 
Northwestern University had a 
new president today, Dr. James 
Roscoe Miller, formally installed 
in ceremonies attended by more 
than 500 prominent educators at 
Deering Meadow yesterday after- 
noon. 

Miller, who succeeds Franklin 
Bliss Snyder as president, told 
the educators and students that 
freedom of thought must come 
first before education can be a 
possibility. He said “the human 
mind is a greater power by far 
than the atom bomb.” The atomic 
bomb, he said is “a power we 
need not fear when it operates in 
a climate of freedom.”

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YUGOSLAV NOTE 
ACCUSES HUNGARY 


BELGRADE, Oct. 8 (AP)—Yugo- 
slavia accused Hungary today of 
“hostile acts” against Marshal 
Josip (Tito’ Broz’s government, 
but the Yugoslavs had a hard time 
delivering their complaint. 

For hours last ~ight Yugoslav 
diplomatic officials hinted for a 
Hungarian representative to re- 
ceive the official Foreign Office 
note containing the charge. Tito’s 
government recently expelled eight 
Hungarian diplomats from the 
country in retaliation for a sim- 
ilar Hungarian action against 
Yugoslav representatives in Buda- 
pest. 

The note, in response to Hun- 
gary’s action in renouncing its 
friendship treaty with Yugoslavia, 
asserted the differences between 
the two countries arose as a re- 
sult of Moscow’s dictates. 

Then the note levelled a num- 
ber of charges against Hungary, 
among them: 

“Openly committing hostile 
acts” against Yugoslavia; calling 
on the people of Yugoslavia “to 
overthrow by force the lawful 
government of Yugoslavia”; 
spreading “lies and _ slanders” 
against Tito’s government; sup- 
pressing minority groups within 
Hungary; “trampling upon the 
diplomatic rights” of Yugoslav 
envoys in Hungary; sending 
“Fascist spies” from the Hun- 
garian intelligence service into 
Yugoslavia and blocking delivery 
of reparations ordered under the 
Hungarian peace treaty. 

Moreover, the Yugoslav note re- 
ported that Hungary’s border pa- 
trols had been “constantly violat- 
ing” Yugoslav territory with the 
“aim of provoking unrest.”

It is difficult but 
not impossible to find critics of 
the general here; Mrs. MacArthur 
is held in universal affection. 


He Has Been Away 14 Years. 


America is one place to which 
the general has not chosen to re- 
turn in 14 years, and Mrs. Mac- 
Arthur and their son, Arthur, 11, 
stand by. 

One day a caller asked Arthur 
what he would do first when he 
got to America. For years a resi- 
dent of war areas where water 
was precious and forced to brush 
his teeth with boiled water from 
bottles, Arthur responded instant- 
ly that when he got home he 
would turn on the faucets and let 
the water run as long as he 
pleased in the bathtub and brush 
his teeth.

Built at Hoover’s Insistence. 


Ambassador Joseph Grew and 
his staff were for a long time 
interned in the embassay follow- 
ing Pearl Harbor, until they could 
be repatriated. It is spacious and 
handsome with stately grounds 
and represents a triumph of for- 
mer President Hoover over his 
congressional critics who were, it 
will be recalled, very numerous.

“At least $6,000,000,” the General 
replied promptly. Hoover beamed. 


Housing Shortage. 


The usual world-wide housing 
shortage, of course, plagues Tokyo. 
The dependents are flowing in 
and it is difficult to find proper 
quarters, especially for families 
with children who go to the three 
elementary and two high schools 
maintained with a United States 
curriculum and teachers. Since 
United States forces have been 
steadily decreased in line with 
Congressional economy there has 
been no building program and a 
conservation policy has been fol- 
lowed with respect to requisition- 
ing and renovating housing.

BROOKLYN, Oct. 8— The 
American League champion 
Yankees again defeated the 
Dodgers in the fourth game 
of the world series here this 
afternoon and. now lead, three 
games to one, in baseball’s 
rich playoff. The New York 


club could win the world | 
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championship by taking to- 
morrow’s contest, the last 
scheduled at Ebbets Field. 


The score was 6 to 4. 

Casey Stengel’s Bombers scored 
™more runs in two successive in- 
Nings than they had in three 
previous series games. After rout- 
ing big Don Newcombe in a three- 
run fourth inning, they bombarded 
Lefty Joe Hatten for three more 
tallies in the fifth. 

But the Dodgers went one bet- 
ter and scored as many runs in 
one inning, the sixth, as they had 
in the first three contests. Seven 
singles produced four runs in the 
big sixth and knocked Ed Lopat, 
15-game winner during the regu- 
lar seasun, out of the box. 

Extra-base hits played a prom- 
inent part in the Yankee three- 
run innings and Bobby Brown, the 
medical student stationed at third 
base, played an important role in 
both rounds. ‘He doubled to start 
the rally in the fourth, and after 
Gene Woodling walked, Cliff 
Mapes doubled to score both 
runners. Lopat then smashed a 
two-bagger which drove in Mapes. 

In the fifth Tom Henrich, hero 
of the first game, drew a pass and 
St. Louis’s Yogi Berra singled to 
right. The runners moved to third 
and second when Eddie Miksis 
missed the relay from the outfield, 
and Joe DiMaggio then drew an 
intentional pass, filling the bases. 
Here Mr. Brown stepped to the 
plate again and promptly cleared 
the bags with a triple to right. 

Brooklyn, however, refused to 
fold and Burt Shotton’s men 
bunched seven singles in a big 
four-run sixth inning, the last for 
Lopat. The safeties were made 
by Peewee Reese, Bill Cox, Jackie 
Robinson, Gil Hodges, Luis Olmo, 
Roy Campanella and Gene Her- 
Manski, 

The attendance was announced 
as 33,934 and the total receipts 
$167,906.37. 

Umpires for the game were Jor- 
da, National, behind the plate; 
Hubbard, American, at first; 

on, second, and Passarella, 
third base. Barr, National, was 
on the right field foul line and 
Hurley, American, on the left 
field line. 

Five Reach Base—No Runs. 

Rizzuto, starting the game, sin- 
gied to center on Newcombe’s sec- 
ond pitch. The game was held up 
while Olmo’s sun-glasses were 
found in the dugout and taken to 
him in left field. It was a muggy 
day, with the sun threatening to 
pierce the mists, Henrich fouled 
off half a dozen and then singled 
on the ground between first and 
second. Hermanski made a good 
throw to third, but Rizzuto slid 
in safely, inches ahead of the ball. 
Berra then hit into an unusual 
double play. 

He grounded to Miksis and Riz- 
zuto was called out when he 
stepped out of the base line to 
avoid being tagged by Campanel- 
la. Henrich had wandered off sec- 
ond and was doubled on Campa- 
nella’s throw to Robinson, Berra 
reached first on the play. New- 
combe lacked his sharp control of 
the opening game. He walked 
DiMaggio on five pitches and 
Brown walked on four, filling the 
bases. After two balls to Wood- 
ling, Don found the plate and 
Gene flied to Snider to end the 
long inning.

Saigh was asked if he 
would co-operate by giving the 29- 
year-old outfielder, now playing in 
a Canadian semi-pro league, a 
trial with the Redbirds. 

A Good Turn by Saigh. 
“T was pleased to agree,” Saigh 
explained, “because baseball, like 
any other business, is glad to get 
possible court action off its hands 
and because, as I mentioned, we're 
looking for anyone who might 
help us. It’s my understanding 
that Gardella wanted to be with 
the Cardinals for two reasons—he 
had heard that we've been gener- 
ous with our plaYers and he knows 
that Max Lanier and Fred Martin, 
with whom he played in Canada, 
returned to the club smoothly and

research and development in 
fighter design. 

“Yet this is precisely the relief 
which we would confer on our po- 
tential enemies if we confirm our 
extraordinary investment in the 
B-36.” 

Vinson himself reeled off fig- 
ures from this year’s appropria- 
tion for the Navy—which Con- 
gress has not finally decided on. 

These, he said, show cuts for the 
aval air arm that indicate “Con- 
gress intended to let it wither on 
the vine by failing to give it 
enough operating aircraft.” 


“T have seen a reputable docu- 
ment indicating that decisions 
have been reached in the (De- 
fense) department to cut naval 
and marine aviation strength 
about in half and that the air 
force is to be given an expanded 
role,” Vinson said. 

“The Navy would become a pro- 
tective convoy to move troops and 
fight submarines. 

“It is my understanding that se- 
cret orders to that effect have 
been issued in the Pentagon.” 

Further Cuts by Department. 

In addition to reductions being 
made by Congress in this year’s 
naval funds, Vinson said he un- 
deragjands the Navy is to be cut 
$353,000,000 more by action of the 
Defense Department itself. 

Adm. Hopwood said “yes sir, 
that is right.” 

Of that additional cut, Vinson 
said, naval aviation is assigned a 
$203,000,000 reduction. He said 
that is 57% per cent of the total 
and “far out of proportion to the 
rest of the Navy.” 

He said it would appear that 
“Defense leaders in the pentagon 
and the other services are out of 
sympathy with the Navy air 
arm.” 


He said it is on their recom- 
mendations that Congress itself 
has already trimmed naval avia- 
tion. 

2922 Fewer Aircraft. 
In the appropriation for this 


Vinson said, the Navy would get 
2922 fewer operating aircraft than 
last year. 

Attack carriers would be cut 
from 11 to 8, he said, aircraft pro- 
curement would be slashed by 480 
planes. 

Nine naval air stations would 
be deactivated, Vinson said, and 
there ig no provision for moderniz- 
ing carriers by strengthening 
flight decks and increasing fuel 
capacity.

Unruh, whose 20-minute shoot- 
ing spree turned a Camden neigh- 
borhood into a scene of bloodshed 
last Sept. 6, killing 13 and wound- 
ing three persons, was adjudged 
insane yesterday by four psychia- 
trists who recommended commit- 
ting him to a mental institution. 


Camden County Prosecutor 
Mitchell Cohen said he planned to 
petition County Court for formal 
commitment of the former artil- 
leryman to the State Hospital at 
Trenton, N. J., where he now is 
under treatment. 

Cohen said that under the law, 
authorities had no alternative but 
to forego trying Unruh on murder 
charges and to commit him to the 
hospital. But he served notice that 
“so long as I live” he would oppose 
any attempt to have Unruh re- 
leased. 


Unruh’s family, however, was 
“thankful he won’t have to stand 
trial or go to the electric chair” 
and indicated a desire he be con- 
fined to the hospital the rest of 
his life. 

Two survivors of Unruh’s vic- 
tims said they are sorry he will be 
sent to an institution for the crim- 
inally insane. They said he should 
have been sent to the electric 
chair. 

Mrs. Elizabeth Jane Day of 
Mantau, widow of Alvin M. Day 
who was killed in his automobile 
by Unruh, said: 

‘“T was afraid this would happen. 
He should have gotten the chair. 
It makes me boil to think that we 
will have to support him for the 
rest of his life.” 

Thomas Zegrino agreed that 
Unruh should be sentenced to 
death. “The chair is the least he 
should have gotten,” said Zegrino, 
whose wife, Helga, was a victim. 

But Mrs, Zegrino’s mother, Mrs, 
Alma Kautzsch, expressed no 
opinion: “What can I say. My 
brain is dry,” said the grief- 
stricken mother.

DEATH OF EX-WIFE 
UNDER MAN’S CAR 
CALLED ACCIDENT 


CHICAGO, Oct. 8 (AP)—A cor- 
oner’s jury yesterday termed “ac- 
cidental” the death of Mrs. Lo- 


retta Ring, who was run over by 
her paraplegic former husband in 


his specially-equipped automobile. 
Mrs. Ring, an expectant mother, 


died three days after the accident 
occurred Sept. 10. She was 26 
years old. 

Her former husband is James 
Moore, 21, a victim of multiple 
sclerosis which left him paralyzed 
from the waist down.

After they had exchanged blows, 
Moore said, Mrs. Ring left the 
automobile and ran down an alley. 
He attempted to follow her in the 
car, he told police, and felt the 
wheels pass over her before he 
saw her. Moore said the incident 
Was an accident and was due to 
the darkness of the alley.

ATLANTIC LINER DELAYED, 
PASSENGERS HURT IN STORM 


SOUTHAMPTON, England, Oct. 
8 (UP)—The Dutch liner Nieue 
Amsterdam arrived 24 hours late 
today with several passengers in- 
jured, deckwork battered and fur- 
niture damaged in a freak storm.

A little band of hopefuls — who 
received a message that Edgar Al- 
len Poa was born in New York 
City’s Greenwich Village, and not 
in Boston—gave up hope early to- 
day of contacting his spirit on the 
100th anniversary of his death. 

The meeting broke up with Wirt 
Whitcomb Barnitz, 62-year-old 
writer and lecturer, claiming that 
he could feel great “pulsations” 
and see a great light. 

But Joseph Dunninger, mind 
reader, kept in his pocket the 
$10,000 he has offered to anyone 
who can produce a spiritual effect 
that he can’t duplicate by scien- 
tific means. 

Use of Poe cottage in the Bronx 
was denied Barnitz for the experi- 
ment. 

There Dunninger suddenly re- 
called that he had a letter written 
by Poet John Greenleaf Whittier 
to author Edward Everett Hale 
claiming that Poe was born out of 
wedlock to an English actress 
named Miss Hopkins at 13% Car- 
mine street, Greenwich Village. 

The party went to and was in- 
vited into the first-floor apartment 
of Mrs. Eugenia Hurd, a Govern- 
ment employe formerly of New 
Orleans. 

When the half dozen visitors 
gathered in the 10-by-12 parlor, 
Barnitz claimed that the lights 
bothered him. Mrs. Hurd turned 
them out. 

A reporter turned a table lamp 
back on. ~ 

At 9:07 p.m, Dunninger placed

a book of paper matches on a 
table. 

“Tl give you $10,000 if you can 
cause those matches to move one- 
sixteenth of an inch,” Dunninger 
said, 

The matches lay there for 30 
minutes until Dunninger picked 
them up and lighted a cigarette. 

“I feel a great pulsation,” Bar- 
nitz said. “I don’t believe Poe is 
on this sphere. I believe he -is 
on another. I don’t think we need 
to qiote any Poe poetry, because 
I don’t believe he thinks much 
of his writing now.” 

He sat a few minutes. 

“His poetry is all prattle to him 
now,” he announced. “I think he 
wants to say something about the 
universe.” 

A reporter wrote the words “do 
you want to discuss the atom?” 
He folded the-paper and put it in 
Barnitz’s hand. 

Barnitz said he received vibra- 
tions of “propelling and refelling 
forces and particles.” 

Dunninger looked at the re- 
porter, wrote “atom” on the back 
of an envelope, and grinned when 
the reporter nodded yes. 

The reporter wrote “Russia anf 
the atom?” and handed it to Bar- 
nitz. 

“I have a feeling of unity, great 
unity,” Barnitz said. 

“Do you mean unity from uni- 
versal brotherhood?” asked Miss 
Betty Gilbert, who said she was 
writing a book of psychic. experi- 
ences. 

“I don’t know,” Barnitz said. 


Finally, he said, “I’m sorry, I 
can’t get anymore.”

LET’S PASS ON TO the subject of women in 
full color. Now, THAT, I should say, is one of 
the mootest points of our time. Is a woman in 
four colors necessarily more appetizing than a 
black-and-white woman? I once had a brief, 
epirited discussion on this controversy with a 
very pretty blonde whose name, as I recall, was 
Ginger Rogers. Miss Rogers is vehemently anti- 
color, especially in regard to herself.

Date Bread. 

One cup all-purpose flour, one 
cup whole wheat flour, one cup 
bran flakes, one teaspoon soda, 
one-half teaspoon salt, one cup 
dates, one egg, one-half cup light 
molasses, one and one-half cups 
buttermilk, one and one-half table- 
spoons Melted shortening. 

Sift all-purpose flour, measure 
and resift three times with the 
soda and salt. To measure whole 
wheat flour and bran, lift it by 
spoonfuls into the cup, then level 
off. Stir these into the all-pur- 
pose flour mixture thoroughly. Cut 
dates medium fine with scissors, 
then mix them through the flour 
mixture until evenly distributed, 
using the finger tips. Beat egg, 
add molasses and milk and stir 
to blend thoroughly, then stir in 
melted shortening and quickly add 
to the dry ingredients. Stir to- 
gether, then beat until well mixed. 
Pour into a well-greased loaf pan. 
Bake in a moderate oven (350 F.) 
one hour and 15 minutes. 

Note: to prevent a crack from 
forming on the top of the loaf, 
cover with a second pan of the 
same size for the first 20 minutes 
of baking. Cool on a wire rack 
before slicing.

West, having no great confi- 
dence in his spade suit, led the 
diamond jack. South won with 
the queen and led the spade jack. 
West. ducked, and South then led 
a low spade toward the king. West 
had to duck this or concede an 
extra spade trick, and dummy’s 
king won. East discarded a low 
heart. 

South counted his sure tricks, 
but came out one short. The club 
suit might break 3-3 for the ninth 
trick, but South was not hopeful 
in that direction, so he decided to 
try for the vital trick in hearts, 
He led a low heart from dummy 
toward his own queen, hoping, of 
course, that the king was held by 
East. Such was not the case, how- 
ever, and when West captured the 
heart queen, declarer had no fur- 
ther chance. 

South counted too heavily on 
East’s bid of hearts! It would 
have been more realistic to stop 
and think of what West must have 
held to open the bidding! He 
could not have come close to the 
requirenrénts without the heart 
king! Thus, the proper line of 
play was for South to cash his 
three clubs and his diamond ace, 
then, assuming that West had not 
discarded a heart, to throw him 
in with a diamond or a spade and 
make him lead away from his 
marked heart king to the com- 
bined tenace in the North-South 
hands, 


Mix two cups cooked riced, 
sweet potatoes with three table- 
spoons corn syrup, one-half cup 
raisins, washed and steamed, three 
tablespoons melted margarine, 
one-sixteenth teaspoon ground nut- 
meg and three-fourths teaspoon 
salt.

T seems to me a very wise and 
| sensible move to have the new 

trial of Alger Hiss in Vermont. 
Vermonters are not easily stam- 
peded. They are hard-headed, 
down-to-earth, conservative and 
very realistic people. They do not 
like Communism, but I doubt if 
they are frightened by it. They 
are pretty sure of themselves. New 
York newspapers are apt to be 
jittery on the subject, ey are 
apt to condemn people by associa- 
tion and to be unduly suspicious 
of actions long past. Possibly be- 
cause New York, much like our 
other big cities, is the most likely 
place for Communists to thrive. 
One finds people more conscious 
of their fears here than of their 
confidence in themselves, That 
doesn’t happen in Vermont, and I 
think Alger Hiss will get no soft 
soap, but complete and fearless 
consideration of the merits of his 
case. That is what any American 
is entitled to and should have, no 
matter what the accusations are 
against him.
